Here Is a parlor magic trick which 
never falls to capture an audience and 
which, at the same time, I§ so simple 
that any one can do it. You need six 
or more candles and as many candle­ 
sticks, os you can get along without the 
candlesticks by holding a lighted match 
to the bottom of each of the candies, 
and then, when it has softened ever so 
lightly, setting the candle firmly in a 
saucer. The wax or tallow will harden 
in a moment, holding the candle erect 
In its place. 
Make a hole In one side of each can­ 
dle, cutting clear through until the wick 
is severed. 
These holes must be at 
various distances from the top—differ­ 
ent in each candle. 
Now, if you should light one of these 
candles it woqld burn steadily until the 
flame got down to the hole, when the 
cut In the wick would cause the candle 
to go out. If you should light them all 
together they would go out at different 
times, as the holes are at different 
places. This is whereryour trick comes 
In. 
Place your candles in a row on -a 
table, with the holes away from your 
audience, and then light all six. Now 
you begin to relate a story about a lit­ 
tle girl who was alone in the house and 
was afraid of the dark and who lighted 
sfx candles to keep up her courage. 
She heard queer noises about tile house 
and drew close to the light, and then 
(pointing to the candle with the hole 
nearest the top) the first candle r e n t 
out. Of course you time your words, so 
that you say “out” just before the flame 
reaches the hole. As'you reach the sec­ 
ond point in your tale the second candle 
goes out, and so on throughout the rest 
of the six. 
You may have the boles 
vary but a fraction of an inch in their 
distances from the top of the candle 
and tell a very short story, or you may 
have your tale a long one, with the 
distances of the holes from the top to 
vary an inch or so. 
By first lighting 
one candle and watching it burn tot a 
few minutes you can tell almost exact­ 
ly bow long the flame will take to reach 
a given point 
If you do not have the candles go out 
in given rotation, but skip around from 
the first to the fifth, then to the second 
to the sixth, the fourth and third, you 
can still further mystify your audience, 
and lf your story be well told the effect 
will be very pretty indeed.

issued by one road shall be accepted 
by all roads belonging to the associa­ 
tion. 
Should the scheme be adopted, 
it 
is believed it will prove a great bene­ 
fit to the traveling public. 
By pur­ 
chasing one of these interchangeable 
books the traveling man will save 
time ami trouble expended in getting 
individual books from all roads over 
which he travels. 
The present sys­ 
tem is to procure a book containing 
250 coupons, each representing a val­ 
ue of 5 cents, or an aggregate of 
$12.50. 
The books are sold at $10. 
The question of changing the price 
of the coupons is not involved in the 
above proposition, but the 
limita­ 
tion baggage liability will come up as 
another consideration. 
Although 
it 
is printed on every ticket that the 
railroads shall not be liable for more 
than $100 on trunks, they often are 
called upon to make settlements for 
bigger losses. 
When the matter is 
brought up in court the railroads are 
compelled to pay for what the travel­ 
er can prove his losses are. The new 
scheme is to allow the passenger to 
give an estimate of the baggage he 
bestow’* in the care of the railroads 
and pay for its transportation accord­ 
ingly.
